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Since the initial publication of Keep Them Safe in 
1982 and subsequent editions, we have received 
numerous comments and questions on various 
issues relating to child restraints.

A Shared Responsibility 
Various Organizations and government agencies 

are involved in setting regulations and providing 


nformation on child restraint systems (child car 
seats). 


* Transport Canada is responsible for setting 


Safety standards on infant and child restraint 
systems. This federal government department 
ensures that manufacturers who produce child 
restraints comply with Canadian Safety 
standards. The Department also investigates 
public complaints regarding possible Safety 
defects in child restraints and ensures that 
manufacturers inform the public of any 
defective seat. 


Provincial/Territorial governments regulate 
and enforce the use of child restraint systems. 
All provinces and territories (under their 
respective highway traffic legislation) require 
children to travel in a certified child restraint 
system. 


Canadian Automobile Association (CAA), 
under contract to Transport Canada, maintains 
a national network of regional and community 
offices that provide current and accurate 
information on child occupant protection 
issues. This information is available free of 
charge to the general public. 


¢ Health Canada, under the Hazardous Produ: 
Act, is responsible, in conjunction with 
Transport Canada, for ensuring the safety of © 
child safety seats by regulating or prohibiting 
their sale, advertisement, and importation. Tt: 
would include the sale of seats in second-har:

Whether you are a parent, a community group 
providing child car seats for loan, or a maternity 
ward nurse, Transport Canada and the CAA are 
working together with Health Canada and i 
orovincial/territorial road safety officials to ensure.

lour Child Could 
"Be in Danger 


In Canada, some 70 children under the age of fiv 
die in motor vehicle collisions each year. Anothe: 
4,000 are injured. Deaths and injuries occur ina 
crash or sudden stop when unrestrained 
passengers are slammed against the vehicle 
interior, thrown against another occupant, or 
ejected from the vehicle. This can be prevented » 
through the proper use of seat belts and child 
restraint systems. 


In a moving vehicle, children who are unrestraine. 
standing on a seat, leaning out a window, or sittir’ 
on someone’s lap are in grave danger. Even whe 
wearing a seat belt, an adult cannot hold onto a | 
child during a collision. | 


During a collision, a child sitting in an 
adult’s lap is thrown violently from the 
adult's arms. 


There is only one way to protect children from the 
dangers of motor vehicle collisions or sudden 
stops — by ensuring that they are properly secured 
in acorrectly installed child restraint system that 
‘meets Canadian Motor Vehicle Safety Standards 
(CMVSS). This booklet is designed to help you 
understand the various systems available, and the 
importance of using them correctly. 


[S]afey Standards for Child 
| Restraint Systems 


All child restraint systems sold in Canada, for both 
infants and toddlers, must meet Canadian Motor 
Vehicle Safety Standards set by Transport Canada. 
These standards ensure that the movement of the 
child will be limited in the event of a collision ora 
sudden stop. They also set safety levels for 
strength, flammability, padding thickness, and 
requirements for installation instructions and 
labelling. 


Manufacturers of child restraints must certify 
compliance to these standards by indicating on the 
Statement of Compliance (SOC) label affixed to the 
seat that it meets the Canadian Motor Vehicle 
Safety Standard (CMVSS) 213 (child seats); 213.1 
(infant carriers); 273.2 (booster cushions); 213.3 
(restraints for disabled children); and 
213.4 (built-in child seats). The 
label must also state the size of 
child for which the seat is 
designed, and instructions 

must be provided on how it is 
to be installed. If you purchase a 
new child car seat that meets these 
Standards and use it according to the 
manufacturer’s instructions, you can feel confident 
that it will protect your child in a collision. 


Never use seats that merely hook loosely over th’ 
back of the vehicle seat, household seats used fc. 
feeding, or car beds that are designed only for — 
household use. These devices do not provide 

protection for your child in an automobile crash. 


Devices that do not meet Canadian 
Motor Vehicle Safety Standards 
(such as this car bed) do not provide 
protection for a child during an 
accident or sudden stop. 


‘]ypes of Child 
"Restraint Systems 


There are four different types of child restraint 
systems: 


1. Infant carriers 

2. Combination seats 

3. Booster cushions 

4. Integrated (built-in) child seats 


Infant Carriers: 
From Birth to 9 kg (20 Ibs.) 


An infant carrier faces the rear of the car. The bak 
is held securely in the seat by the shoulder harnes 
(adjusted snugly enough to allow only a two-finger 
width space between the harness and the child’s 
body). Some shoulder harnesses are equipped 
with a harness tie, which should be adjusted on th 
harness at arm-pit level, according to the 
manufacturer’s instructions. The seat itself is 
fastened by the vehicle seat belt to prevent it from 
moving during a collision or sudden stop. 


Infant carriers must be Do not place a rear-facing 

‘astened using the vehicle infant carrier or toddler seat 

seat belt. in a passenger seat equipped 
with an airbag. 


Jo not use a rear-facing infant carrier or toddler 
seat in a passenger seat equipped with an airbag. 
Serious injuries or death may result if the airbag 
nflates and impacts with the child restraint. In 
vehicles with passenger-side airbags, secure all 
ear-facing restraint systems in the back seat. 


n any case, the vehicle’s rear seat is a preferable 
lace for the child restraint. 


Combination Seats 


\ combination car seat can be used for the infant 
iS a rear-facing carrier and, when the child is older, 
is a front-facing car seat. Although 9 kg (20 Ibs.) 
vas generally considered the weight at which an 
nfant could be placed in a forward-facing child 
estraint, the child’s physical development is 
sonsidered more crucial in defining when to place 
in infant forward facing. For example, there are 
nfants who are 9 kg (20 Ibs.) but only four or five 
nonths old. The neck muscles of these infants are 
10t strong enough to support the weight of their 
ead, and the seat should therefore be left ina 
ear-facing position. Once infants can sit up 
inaided for long periods of time without falling 

ver, or can pull themselves up to a standing 
/osition, it is safe to place the seat in a forward- 
acing position. 


Infants: Birth to 9 kg (20 lbs.) 
Rear-facing Position 


When the combination seat is used for an infant, 
the seat faces the rear of the vehicle and the bat 
is held in the child car seat by the harness syster 
The seat is secured by the vehicle seat belt | 
system. | 


Be sure to adjust all harness straps properly to 
secure the baby safely and comfortably. Always , 
follow the manufacturer's instructions. \ 


Toddlers: 9 kg (20 Ibs.) to 22 kg (48 lbs.)* 
Forward-facing Position 


The child is secured in the child car seat by the 
shoulder harness. In addition, the seats havea | 
retaining device such as an abdominal shield, 

“T” shield, arm bar, 3-point harness, 5-point 
harness or a combination of these. These device 
help to distribute the forces of impact over the 
strongest parts of the child’s body. Tests show th) 
all these different types of restraining devices 
provide the same level of protection when used | 
properly. Choose one that adjusts easily. | 


| 


The tether strap is most important in preventing t) 
top of the seat from moving forward in a collision 
sudden stop. The tether strap must be securely | 
attached to a bolt anchored to the rear shelf of a 
car or the floor of a van, station wagon, or | 
hatchback.

* At the time of the printing of this brochure, all toddler seats have | 
child weight limit of 18 kg (40 lbs.). However, under the Motor | 
Vehicle Safety Act, manufacturers may produce seats for children 
weighing up to 22 kg (48 Ibs). Always follow manufacturers’ 
instructions regarding weight and height limits. 


Passenger cars (with the exception of convertibles) 
manufactured after January 1, 1989, have built-in 
tether anchorage locations. For vehicles 
manufactured prior to 1989 (or vehicles other than 
passenger cars, such as pickup trucks, passenger 
vans, and so on), consult your vehicle owner’s 
manual or contact a dealership of your vehicle 
manufacturer. Most manufacturers have 
information on proper anchoring of tether straps. If 
you have difficulty obtaining this information from a 
dealer, contact your local CAA office for 
assistance. 


Tether straps are required 
with child car seats to help 
keep the top of the seat in 
place during a collision or 
sudden stop. The strap 
must be attached to a bolt 
anchored to the vehicle. 


If a tether strap is not used, the child 
car seat moves forward in a collision, 
causing the child’s head to move 
dangerously forward. 


Booster Cushions: 
For Children Over 18 kg (40 Ibs.) 


A booster cushion may be used for: 


¢ children over 18 kg (40 Ibs.) (typically, this 
weight is reached between 4 and 41% years of 
age), or 

* children who are too tall for their child car seat 
(when the mid-point of the child’s ears is above 
the child car seat). 


The booster cushion helps position the lap belt and. 
shoulder belt properly over the child’s body. The 

booster cushion is secured by the vehicle seat belt | 
system. , 


Booster cushions, like all other child 
restraint systems, must be correctly 
installed. 


In vehicles with a low seat back, the child’s head 
might protrude over the vehicle seat back when 
placed in a booster cushion. In this case, the child 
must be placed in the vehicle seat belt system 
without the use of a booster cushion. The lap belt 
must be placed low on the hips. Another 
alternative is to purchase a high-back booster. 
(Currently, all high-back boosters must be used 
with a lap and shoulder belt.) 


If a child’s head protrudes over the 
vehicle seat back, it will snap back in 
a collision, causing serious injury. In 
this case, no booster cushion should 
be used. 


Integrated (Built-in) Child Seats 


Some vehicles have child restraint systems built 
into the vehicle seat bench. These seats are 
required to meet CMVSS 213.4. Since these seats 
are built right into the vehicle seat bench, they do 
not require the use of a tether strap. If your vehicle 
is equipped with built-in child seats, consult your 
owner’s manual for age and weight limits. 


[P] rotecting the 

Unborn Child 

The best way to protect an unborn child in a motor 
vehicle collision is to protect the mother. Pregnant 
women should a/ways wear the lap and shoulder 
belt when riding in a vehicle. The belt should be 
worn low over the pelvic bones and not against the 
soft stomach area. It should be as snug as 


possible without being uncomfortable. Worn 
properly, the seat belt will not harm the baby. 


IP} rotecting Older Children 


Children who have outgrown a 
booster cushion must wear a 
seat belt. Ensure that the lap 
belt is worn low and snug 
over the lap area, not over 
the stomach.

Set a Good Example 


Be sure to wear your own seat belt as well — it’s 
the law! When parents wear their seat belts all the 
time, they set a good example for their children. 


Topping fora Chia 
"Restraint System 


When shopping for a child restraint system, ensure 
that: 


° The seat is appropriate for the height, weight, 
and muscular development of your child, and 
that the seat allows space for the child to grow. 


° It can be installed correctly in your vehicle. 
This means ensuring your vehicle seat belt will 
fit through or around the restraint in the manne! 
recommended by the manufacturer, and that 
the seat can be installed snugly. (Some vehicle 
seat belt systems require the use of a locking 
clip.) 

- It meets Canadian safety standards. Seats 
bought in other countries, including the United 
States, may not meet strict Canadian 
standards. 


¢ The child is comfortable in the seat. 
« You have proper instructions on its use. 


All child car seats must meet the same safety 
standards, regardless of their price. A higher price 
is often only an indication of a more expensive 
fabric covering or more accessory features. 


Used Child Restraint Systems 


The use.of child restraints older than 10 years 
should be avoided. Some of the problems found 
with used restraint systems are: 


¢ missing parts and/or instructions, which 
increases the possibility of misuse; 


* wear-and-tear on the harness, plastic shell and 
pad, which results in decreased performance. 


IS |recial Case Installations 


Vehicles With Automatic Restraint Systems 


Some vehicles are equipped with door-mounted 
seat belt systems. As the door opens, the belt 
stretches with the door, allowing the occupant to 
get in and out. As the door closes, the belt 
automatically wraps around the passenger. 


Child restraints cannot be used with this type of 
seat belt system because the lap portion of the 
seat belt does not hold the restraint firmly in place. 
In cases where child seats must be used ina 
seating position with automatic seat belts, a floor- 
mounted (manual) belt, available from the vehicle 
dealer, must be installed. For more information, 
consult your vehicle owner’s manual, or see your 
dealer. 


Vehicles With Continuous Loop 
Lap/Shoulder Belts 


Some vehicles have continuous loop lap/shoulder 
belts with metal tongues that slide freely up and 
down the belt. When used with child restraints the 
lap belt can work loose as the car swerves and 
turns corners. With continuous loop lap/shoulder 
belts, a locking clip must be used to prevent the le 
portion of the belt from loosening. This device is ¢ 
special H-shaped metal clip (shown below) that | 
locks together the lap and shoulder portion of the 
seat belt, keeping the child car seat firmly in place 


In newer vehicles these seat belt systems can be 
converted to seat belt systems that lock up. 


Consult your vehicle owner’s manual when using | 
this type of seat belt to secure a child restraint.
